aT IS rare for 2 Armies to defire equally to come 

to an Engagement ; one is generally weaker 
than the other, and the ftrongeft often has Reafon to 
avoid figh ing. Buc the contrary has happen’d in 
Brabant: Boch Armies have at the fame Time 
ficwn an equal DeGre to Fight, and march'd at 
once purpofely to meet each o.her and joyn Bat- 
tle. "Tis certain however, that the Aimy of the 
2 Crowns was inferior in Number to that of ihe 
Allies by at leaitt 8000 Men.

Ha- 
ving begun with mentioning the Superiority of the 
Enemy, I muft take Notice that the News Papers 
printed in Holland fay falfly that the Army of the 2 
Crowns was fuperior by 14000 Men ; the Fact be- 
ing manifeftly orherwife. At the fame time the 
Writers of thofe News Papers, contrary to their 
ufual Cuftom, have done Juftice to the French, by 
faying that they fought like Lyons ; and that if their

The Two Armies qantas each other in 


Batcallia, there was a Village between our Lefc 
Wing and the Enemy’s Right ; it was thought fit by 
our Ge erals to let the Enemy attack that Village 
Which was provided with alt things neceffary for a 
vigorous Refiftance.

our Left Wing could not engage with his Right, be 
drew 14000 Men from that fide and with them 
reinforced bis Left, and that he might not want 
Ground he left no Intervals between his Lines. 
We are inform’d that Lord faid, that he knew rhe 
Trocps of the King’s Houfbold fo well, and what they 
were capable of doing, that be judg'd it p cper to of pofe 
fix Men to their one. It is not to be wonderd at 
atrer this, that his Maj fty’s Houfhold were forc’a to 
give Ground and yield to faperior Force, on the 
contrary ‘tis furprizing they durft fuftain the Fighr, 
and we could not atall reproach them had they 
retir'd without fighting, to preferve fo confiderable 
a Body. But they made the Conqueror buy his 
Victory dear, for ir coft him 6 of his b. ft Regimencs 
of Horfe, among them thar of the blue Guards. 
The two Troops of Moufquetaires thew’d on this 
Occafion, thar Valour does nor require full grown 
Bodies ; th fe who by reafon of their Youth, fecn’d 
to want Force to hold out a long Figh*, appear’d 
unwearied to the laft; and tho’ they had not Exe 
perience , few of them having feen a Batrle before, 
yet their bing accuftom’d to military Exercifes. (in 
which thofe two Corrs are fo well inftru¢ted.)

All «hele Corps that compos'd the Right Wing, 
being oblig’d to renre, becaufe they .were ovet- 
power'd, and would have been cut off every Man 
of them had they obftinately ftood any longer, were 
fa our’d in their Retreat by 2 Battallions of the 
of Bavaria’s Troops, and by that 
Company of Frerch Grenidiers commanded by M. 
d Colonie, which did furprizing things on this 
Occafion, as did alfo the 2 Bat.allions I have juft 
mennond 

Tho’ I defer till next Month to {peak of thofe
